24.— a ogBf«enre 
between the minrrA' officials and the 
executive committee of the coal oper- 
ators met here last night. The miners 
were represented by National President 
Ratchford, DiitriotPnaident Dolan and 
Secretary Warner. The operatam' 
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committee waa compoeed of J, 

Dysart, G. W. fchlae^eTwrg, J. 

O'Neil. J. R. Zerbe, F. M. Osborne, 
A. Andrews, W. P. Bonney and W 
Rend. 

Three propodtioiu were submitted by 
the operators as foUows : 

*']£bierB to resume work at the 54- 
oent rate pending a decision of a board 
of arbitration. 

"Miners to rc-iume work at an inter- 
mediate rate between the rate deiimad- 
ed and the one paid prior to suspension, 
pending a dedaton of It board Of MM* 
tration. 

'■Miners to resume oporatioiis without 
a price named pending u decision of a 
board of arbitration. " 

The otflcers of the miners had but one 
proposition, wliioh was : 

"Miners to resume worlc at the 09- 
oent rate pending the deoiiion of a 
board of arbitration." 

The propositions were talked over in 
an informal manner by both sides antil 
an adjonrnmenl was taken. 

As near as can be learned the miners' 
officials will stand firm on the proposi- 
tion they have made. In support of 
this claim they say that it is equally as 
fair for the miners to resume at the 69- 
cent rate pending arbitration as it is for 
them to go to work at the 64-oent rate 
under the same conditions. The opera- 
tors hope that one of their propositions 
will be accepted. 

The striking miners encamped about 
the Dearmit mines experienced less in- 
terference from the deputies yesterday 
than at any time since the decision of 
the court in the injunction proceedings. 
The campers were permitted to morcb 
about in small groups, but were not al- 
lowed to get within speakiiic dlitanoe 
of the working miners. 

Eterything is quiet at the miners' 
oaaapa. In fact, DeputySamnel Yoopg. 
Who is in charge at nttin Ontk, said 
that there would be no man amsta un- 
til a deoiaion was had in the oases of 
the five men arrested Saturday. 

Antonio Todasta, the strtking miner 
who was shot Sunday at his boarding- 
house near Oak Hill, is reported to Se 
iJightly improved, although his condi- 
tion is still critical. Tho others who 
were hurt in the light are not danger- 
oof and will recover. The Belatina 
Who did the shootiaf , were 
jted shdrtly after tha tOtta, imd 
brought to Pittsbatir. 

Preddent fatriok Oobui of tlie mbi* 
era' orgeoi<«tloii had a narrow eaaape 
from death at 9 ft. b., ttid John Mo- 
LnoUe, the camp commissary, was 
badly hart by being strook by a train. 
The two men were hurtying along the 
Panhandle tracks to catch a train at 
Sturgeon station. They did not notice 
the train they were to take was not on 
the usual track, and it came np behind 
them. McLuckie was stnick on the 
right side and fell. He was stunned 
and Dolan was shoved aside. He called 
to UcLuckid to lie still, for if he had 
moved a couple of inches he woold hate 
been crushed. Mr. Dolan sa^d it was 
the closest call he ever had. 

The 18 strikers who were arrested at 
Camp Ihtuiiction, at the Bunola mines, 
for disorderly conduct, and sent to jail 
for 10 days, were released during the 
morning. AJl returned tn the cump. 

TIME FOR ACTION. 

Kngana V. Debs Iisiiei • C«ll For tha St. 

I.ouM ( onftTrnce. 

Terrb Hacte, Ind., Aug. 24.— En- 
gene V. Debs has issued a call to tho 
"Social Democracy and all lovers of 
liberty and fair play," to attend the 
conference at St. Louis next Monday 
when, he says, "prompt, united and 
vigorous action will be tiiken in regard 
to the miners' strike, and especially the 
course of the jndiciary in Issxdng re- 
attaining orders." He si^s: "The 
hoar has siruok to oall a halt." , 

In conclusion he says : "Every atom 
of American manhood revoha against 
the spectacle. Judges, by the usurpa- 
tion of power and playing the role of 
tyranta, nave annihilated the constitu- 
non, abrogated the right of trial by 
jnty. forbidden free speech, suppresstd 
peaceable assemblage and transformed 
our republic iuto an absolute despotism. 

"They ar« guilty of judicial treason 
and should be made to answer at the 
bar of an outraged people. 

"The issue has oeen forced upon us ' 
and we hava retreated before it to the 
verge of slavery. Let us now meet it as 
it would have been met by the patriots 
of 1776."

TIk« OovenmsaS Will Imd a Savvsytag 

Party Thara KmS Taar. 

WAsnixuTON, Aug. 24.— Karlv next 
spring a party will bo sent out from tho 
gooloxii;il survey to niiike Hiiortur. in- 
vestigation of tho gold re.sources in 
Alaska. An appropriation of $25,000 
was asked for from oopgress last year, 
but the staiount waa enl down to #6.000. 
This was not available in time to send a 
party last season, but it will be used in 
dispatching probably three survey ex- 
perts, headed by Professor Spurr, al- 
ready a recognized authority on Alaska, 
and an ettort will be made to have con- 
gre^^s raise the appropriation to about 
tha same asked for last year. 

If this should be trranted. more than 
one party will go. They will probably 
stay nntil the latter part of August, 
though plans have not b*en determined. 
The mission is to compile authentic 
data on which another more complete 
report will be based, and to make an 
accurate survey and geological map of 
the region. 

Nawa rrom the Oold Hantari. 

Sbattlb, Wash., Aug. 24. — The 
steamer Rd^alio, which has just arrived 
here from Dyea and Skaguay, reports 
that there are about 4,000 people at 
Skagnay and that the trail is still im- 
passable. About 900 miners are work- 
ing on it and it is expected that it will 
be ready in a few weeks. At Dyea the 
miners are getting away as rapidly as 
could be expected. Juneau is rapidly 
filling np with miners from Dyea and 
Skagnay, who propose to winter there. 

I4i«t Steamer For Alaska. 

Victoria, B. O., Aug. 24. — The 
steamer Queen left yesterday on her 
last trip this season for Alaska. She 
was crowded with passengers, freight 
and horses. Fifteen passengers were 
left here as thero was no room on the 
steamer for their horses and outfita. 



PENSION PLUM PICKED. 

Jarob D. L«lslity Appointed Pension 
Agaat at ladlaaapolto. 

W^sniN'OTON, Ang. 34.— Thu pre.'si- 
dent has appointed Jacob D. Leighty to 

be pension a'^ent at Indianapolis, vice 
Martin V. 13. Spencer, removed. This 
appointment ends a long tijrht at Indi- 
anapolis over that office. Martin Van 
Buren Spencer, the old agent, refused 
to resign although he was requested to 
do so, saying that ka woold not reaign 
whi}e charges wore pending against 
him. The veterans ohaqred him with 
removing old soldiers and placing his 
relatives in office, and otherwise op- 
pressing the soldiers. These charges 
tipencer denied, and when his resigna- 
tion was asked for he n-fused it and so 
yesterday he was removed. 

Senator Fairbanks urged the appoint- 
ment of Leighty and Secretary Bliss 
promised that he would be appointed 
before the G. A. R. reunion at Buffalo 
this week and he has kept his word, 
and there will be general rejoicing 
anioiiK old soldiers at the appointment. 

Mr. .J. D. Leighty was .t member of 
the Fifty-fourth congress nnd hud also 
been a member of the Indiana house of 
leprrsentatives. In ISfil he left con- 
gress and enlisted in the Kloventh Indi- 
ana volunteer infantry and fonirht in 
the war for over four years. He was 
wounded at Chunipion Miss., in 

18ft;j, and also took part in the battles of 
Fort Helm.in, Fort Henry, Fort Df)nel- 
son, Shiloh, Grand Gulf and Port Gib- 
son. 

SENSATIONAL SHOOTING. 

A Koiitut'ky N'PKro Kill* IIU Wife and 
Wound* Uii Sltter-in-Law. 

Mayfuu), Ky., Aug. 24.— One of the 
most sensational kilUngs that has oc- 
curred in this section for yean took 
place here yesterday at 0 o'clock when 
Will Tutt, a colored man, shot and in- 
stantly killed his wife and wounded his 
sister-iu-wiw as a result of a quarrel. 
Tutt was in the house with his wife and 
siS^ter-in-law, and they were discussing 
whether or not his wife should make a 
visit to Cdnmbos. Ky, Tutt said she 
shouldn't go, and in reply she told him 
to leaVe her hoase forever. At tins he 
became enfafed and Bred thtae shots 
into het>, On* in the head, ona in the 
breast-, and the ether in the arm. 

When the bmtal affair gained eiron- 
livtion thousands of persons turned out 
and a posse of a hundred started in 
search of the fliind and captured him 
one mile north of tUs dty in a corn- 
field. Be WM carried to jail heavily 
guarded and looked np.

Cairo, Ills., Aug. »4.— Three men 
were instantly killed and eight injured 
by the explosion of a boiler at the brick- 
yard of W. R. Halliday shortly after 7 
a. m. The dead are : Ruley Bradley, 
rneineer ; ( iideon Ricks and Henry 
Schiller. All those killed and injured 
were negrfu-s, except Schiller. None of 
the ininred will die. The cause of tlie 
explosion is unknown. Fach of tlie 
three men killed was struck by a piece 
of the boiler and hurled 5U feet away.

Buffalo, Ang. 24.— All indic;iti;~;n 
point to a colossal encampment of the (.t. 
A. R., even beyond the expectations of 
the most sangnlne citisens. Train 
loads of veterans and their friends are 
constantly arriving, and a person might 
think there was a great parade in prog- 
ress as the posts march np Main Street 

to their head'iuart<T3. 

Camp Jewett, the picturesque tent 
city, erected for the accommodation of 
visitintj veteran;*, on a blutf oviTlooiim^ 
Lake Frio and t!ie mouth of the Niatr- 
ara river, was olnci.illy oi)ened by ( '. .ni- 
niander-in-chief ( larksori yc-t'Tday aft- 
ernoon. The comniauder iii-rliu f wai 
escorted from his head'iuartt rs by 
Mayor Jewett and other Citizens, by 
Bidwell Wilkcsrn post of Buffalo aiitl 
Coluiiibia jiost of Chicago, headed bv 
the retriinental band of the Thfrteenth 
Uniti d States infantry, which is as- 
hi^ued to Fort Porter during the en- 
campment. 

As the commander-in-chief entere.l 
the camp a salute of I.") guns was tired 
in his honor by the fedc^r.il trofips at thi' 
fort. Tho gi'iiiTul was escfirleii to tlv 
piaz/i of a jiark pavilion situated in the 
center of the camp, about which tliou- 
sands of veterans and citizens formed 
in a hollow s(iuaro. Stepping to the 
front of tlie piazzi, Mayor Jewett, on 
behalf of the oitii-eus' committee, pre- 
sented the camp to the conunauder- 
in chief, who accepted it in a graceful 

spi'ech. 

Commander-in-chief Clarkson entered 
the pavilion v.lun his remarks were 
concluded, and held an impromptu re- 
ception to the olHcers from Fort Porter 
und officers of the national guard. Later 
he made an inspection of the ca::ip. in 
company with the officers of his stati , 
after which ho returned t ) his head- 
quarters. 

John C. Linehand of Concord. N. H., 
now commissioner of insurance for that 
state and former junior vice commander 
of the Grand Army, is tlie mo.st formid- 
able of tlie new candidates for com- 
mander-in-chief. His headquarter' waa 
opened yesterday. 

Pennsylvania delegates are booming 
Colonel Gobin of that state for com- 
mander-in-chief. Already 500 Pennsyl- 
vania men are here, and they are all 
working hard for Colonel Gobin's suc- 
cess. Colonel Gobin arrived yesterday 
and opened headquarters. 

A delegation of prominent Cincinnati 
business men arrived yestraday to press 
Cincinnati's claims for the national en- 
campment in law. Headquarters have 
been opened in the Iroquois hotel. 
There now appears to be no doubt that 
(.'inciunati will have the honor of en- 
tertaining the O. A. R. next year, in 
fact, there appears to be no opposition. 

The Richmond biiomers arrived in 
town yesterday aud» immediately pro- 
ceeded to work for the encampment of 
18H!>. There are 18 of Richmond's 
leading men in the party. A promi- 
nent member of the delegation is Wal- 
ter H. Sanary, editor and owner of the 
Richmond State, who said that his 
committee were doing good missionary 
work and had every reason to believe 
they would get the encampment in 
1899. Kot a delegation approiiched so 
far but was in favor of Rtchmoud, and 
several members of tho committee 
which will have the selection of the 
place are pledged to Richmond. 

A noble enterprise whioh is likely to. 
enlist the attention of the Grand Army 
delegates during their session here is 
the establishment of a sanitarinm for 
the benefit of veteran soldiers and sail- 
ors of the war for the Union. It is pro- 

fosed to locate on the island with Oastle 
inckney in the harbor of Oharleaton, 
S. 0., a refuge for old soldieis who are 
ill, and congress is asked to take advan- 
tage of an offer of the very favorable 
location for the porpoae. The soheme 
has the endorsement of C!ommander«in- 
ohief Clarkson. 



AGED SHA WNEE SQ UAW DEAD. 

Kaw-Ke-Nah-Pa-Nee Jaokion Who LiTed 
to lie vm Yearn OIil. 
S?:nkca, Mo.. Aug. 24.— News has 
just reached here of the death of Kaw- 
Ke-Nah-Pa-See Jackson, a full-blooded 
Shawnae Indian aqnnw, a few miles 
weet of Sanaoa, at the home ef Nancy 
Deshane, her daughter. At the time of 
her death she was 1 .'5 years old. She 
was born in Ohio. On their way to the 
Indian Territory with her father's fam- 
ily about 07 years ago they camped a 
few weeks at 8hawneetown, Ills, 
(named after her), where they made 
bark canoes, crossed the Ohio river and 
then rode horseback to the Shawnee 
nation. 

She was buried in the old Indian 
style. In the bottom of the grare were 
placed several boards. On tnese waa a 
Qiult, on whioh the body rested, then 
tne body was i noloae d by hoards stiuid- 
iag on thehr ends on both sides and at 
the ends of the grave, and ft few boards 
for a cover. On this was thiOwn the 
dirt. No wiUa were need tha eon- 
stmotion of this so-called Indian ooflln. 

Philadelphia, Ang. 24.— James W. 
Paul, the oldest member of the Phila- 
delphia bar, died here yesterday. Ho 
bad a high reputation aa a lawyer. Mr. 
Paul waa the father of the kte Mrs. 
Waldorf Astor of New York and leaves 
four living childfen.

CHiCA'iO, An?:. 24.— After t'.vo prelim- 
inary h' ariii?.'* and thren months" con- 
finement in the county ,iail. .\di)li>h 
Luefpert, the rich sausui^e maker, was 
put on trial, charged witii the murder 
of his wife, before Judge Tuthill in the 
criminal court. Both the state and de- 
fense prophesy that 1,00) veniremen 
will be examined and thaf a week will 
pass bi fere 12 men who are a- ceptable 
to br.th sides are found. 'Iheii the trial 
will lepin in larnest. 

The th'ory of the st.ite i.a tliat Lnet- 
gert inanci d his wife lo aceoirij.ui'.y him 
to his sleeping apartment in the factory 
office and there strangled her. Tlien he 
is thought to have taken her body to the 
basement and to have immersed it in a 
vat filled with a Holution of caustic 
potash heated to the boiling point. 
What remain( d of the Ix/dy after this 
process, it is all^i^ed, was gathered to- 
gether and thrown into the fnriiaci! of 
one of the factory ! o'.iers. The liie had 
been kept up uiidi r I'lie of the boilers 
upon express orders ^'■'•''■n by liuetgert 
to his watchman. Frank iiialk. 

The state has mad" several experi- 
mt nts in supjiort of this theory. Luet- 
gert'i attorneys will also experiment 
with crude pot.ish. They say the dead 
body used by the state was several days 
old. In It there wa.s not the resisting 
power of nerv' -i and muscles which a 
body fro:n wliicli life lias just p.assed 
would oiier to t!ie a' tion of the solu- 
tion. Acting upon th:s belief the de- 
fense lias e.iiployed expert.s to conduct 
experiments with a fre^h body and the 
defense professes the utmost confidence 
that the results will uttf^rly di>;irove 
tlieory of the prosecution. 

While the trial is in pro>:res ; detect- 
ives all over this country and lierniany 
will be searching for Mrs r.,uefi,'ert, 
who is reported to Ii.in e I ■ en .-eeii in 
Ytuious places since lier li i-^band's ar- 
rest. All of these have \ n run down 

by the police, wh<i claim to have proved 
they had little foundation. Neverthe- 
less, it is said the defense hopes by the 
reiter.ition of such stories to raise the 
question of doubt in the minds of the 
jurymen. 

TRAGEDY "cA USED ' b y' JEALOUSY. 

A Man KUlad and a Toong Ladjr Sarloualy 
WoNndad la Philadelphia. 

PiiH \jii:i.rni.\. .\np. 24. — William 
Kcxjney. atred about 2.") years, of 1224 
North Fifth street, last night shot and 
instantly killed Alphonso Pickard, aged 
::5 years, and shot and seriously wound- 
ed Verona Callheim, aged about 19 
years. The motive for the crime was 
jealousy. Rooney attempted to escape, 
but was captured by Policemen Tyson 
and Atchison. When taken to tlie w- 
iice station. Rooney s only excuse was 
that "he did not propose to be made a 

guy of by any woiniin.'' 

Pickard was niaii.iger of a bicycle 
store at 7:^2 ( iirard avenue, and had just 
come out c f tlie pla' e acco'iipanic d by 
the youni; woman. They had Roiie but 
a few steps when Hooney api)roached 
and opened fire. The first two shots 
went through Pickanl s heart and ho 
fell dead. Thrte shots were then fired 
at Miss Ca.llieim. Two struck her in 
the breast and the third on the right 
side of the head. 

As near as can be learned Rooney and 
Pickard were paying attention to the 
girl and Miss Callheim showed I'avorit- 
ism for Pickard. 

Bxcaralon Tr»in Derailed. 

Ch;caoo, Aug. 24.— An engine at- 
tached to a lieavy excursion train on 
the Chicago and Calumet terminal rail- 
road was derailed near Riverdale. The 
passengers were thrown from their 
seats by the jar and one man, Joseph 
P. Murray, was probably fatally in- 
jured. Seven others received slight in- 
jniies. After a delay of twohonrathe 
engine was raised to the track and the 
tnun proceeded. 

I'araiyzed While on a Steeplp. 

ExciLisH, Ind., Aug. 24. — Charled 
Brosmore, a janitor, while on the steeple 
of the Episcopal church, was stricken 

with paralysis and fell from his perch. 
His clothing caught on a projection, 
stopping 111- Mi^hr. Otherwise he would 
have been killed outright. He was 
badly injured, however, and is not like- 
ly to recover. The janitor is 34 years 
old. and without family.

Contra Costo county, ."-'enator Perkins 
is among the promoters of the enter- 
prise. 

Horiri Burned to Death. 

V.4i.i'ARAi<o, Ind., Aug. 24.— The 
barns of Fred Hietsman, John E. Mau- 
der, Fred Kuse and Ellen Johnson, to- 
gether with seven head of horses and 
other property, were destroyed by fire 
at Hobart.

- Inter- 
est in the Detrick murder mystery lia«< 
been awakened by a stafenient made by 
.Tames Kwiiig, a bro'.her-in-law of Ueer- 
wesfer, who Hays that Lew took supper 
at his home about 7 o'clock on the Mon- 
day evening the Detricks were mur- 
dered. He says that Dcerwester did 
not leave his home until half-past 7 
o"clock. He does not know wlirther 
Lew came back and slept in the hou.sa 
that night or not, as he often came in 
late, and sometimes the family heard 
him and sometimes they did not. 

This testimony conflicts with that of 
Harrv Kaylor and Charles Tyler, who 
say they saw Deerwester near the Det- 
rick home about 7 o'clock on the fatal 
^londay night. 

Deerwester is stronger than at any 
time since his attempt at suicide, but as 
yet Prosecutor West will allow no 
newspaper representatives admission to 
the jail.

The d.-ticit for the 
month is fl3,2;"S,7j5, mid for the fiscal 
year to date $24,372,300. IIow is this," 
pertinently asks tbe Cincinnati Enquirer, 
"under the operation of a tarilT law tijat 
has been extensively exploited and 
bragged about at a measure to restore 
prosperity to the country I'y securing 
enough revenue to pay the expenses of 
the Government?
